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GHI Solar Heat Project 
Runs Into Cost Problems

With Phase I of the solar heat project now completed, 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. and Goddard Space Flight Center are con¬ 
sidering Phase II. Phase I provided for installation of storm 
doors and windows on two rows of brick houses that were in¬ 
strumented to measure heat loss and fuel consumption character¬ 
istics. The data collected over the next 12-month period will 
be computerized by Goddard. 

Phase H of the project has run 
into problems because of costs in¬ 
volved. Goddard is concerned that 
the revised estimate of cost per 
home for solar heat was approach- 
ing $16,000, far above the original 
estimated cost per home. 

Currently, Goddard is reevaluat¬ 
ing and scaling down some of the 
engineering aspects of the original 
Phase II program. The architec¬ 
tural firm had designed a rather 
elaborate aluminum structure to 
support the solar collectors on the 
roof. This design is presently be¬ 
ing replaced with a wood type 
structure resulting in considerable 
reduction in cost. Additionally, the 
piping system and controls are 
being scaled down to a more simple 
system. It is also now current 
thinking that Phas e II may be 
confined to only the flat roof build¬ 
ing. 

Another problem involves the 
3,100 gallon storage tanks which 
were objected to by members. Cur¬ 
rently, the reevaluation plan will 
utilize smaller tanks of 275 gal¬ 
lon capacity. It is contemplated 
that excavation of dirt from the 
crawl space would be effected to 
accommodate ten of the tanks, 
which are commercially available. 

Other Matters 

GHI has only two tenants who 
are affected by the county-passed 
2 percent apartment tax on ren¬ 
tals of more than $150. Its GDC 
apartments have 12 affected ten¬ 
ants, but some may be exempt 
under the various provisions of 
the ordinance. 

GHI has signed a contract with 
Takoma Fuel Company for the 
coming year. This contract is for 
#2 oil; the current price, includ¬ 
ing sales tax is .3252 cents per 
gallon. 

The Supreme Court ruled June 
16 that stock purchased in a co¬ 
op housing project that in reality 
represented acquisition of a res¬ 
idential apartment, does not qual¬ 
ify as a security subject to SEC 
regulations. This decision revers¬ 
ed a U. S. Circuit Court ruling in 
a case brought by some tenants 
of Co-op City in New York. 

Signs are not too promising for 
GHI to acquire Federal, grant mon¬ 
ey through Housing and Urban 
Development programs. GHI was 
looking for funds for the devel¬ 
opment of a master plan. HUD 
officials said that any hope for 
funds would depend on sponsor¬ 
ship of the city as part of a com¬ 
munity action program that includes 
a full range of community services 
other than just rehabilitation.

GREENBRIARSEWAGEPLANT 
GETS PERMIT EXTENSION

The Maryland Water Resources Administration (WRA) has 
extended the State permit for the Greenbriar sewage treatment 
plant to June 30, 1976. WRA also stipulated that the permit 
reflect “a November 14, 1975 deadline for diversion of waste- 
waters to the Western Branch facility,” so that sufficient flexi¬ 
bility is provided “to evaluate the status of existing flows and 
scheduled expansion of the Western Branch Treatment facility.” 

At the June 16 hearing in Upper tending the permit as requested by 


Marlboro before hearing officer Ro¬ 
ger Kanerva of WRA on the exten¬ 
sion of the permit, scheduled to ex¬ 
pire on July 1, the city of Greenbelt 
and the Prince Georges Environ¬ 
ment Coalition (PGEC) urged im¬ 
mediate transferral of the Green- 
briar development’s wastewater to 
the public system rather than ex- 


GHI 1st Qtr. Spending 
Much As Budgeted; 
Rough Waters Ahead

First-quarter operations of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. kept very 
close to budget plans, according 
to the fiscal statement prepared 
by GHI comptroller Don McGinn. 
The corporation spent $898,000 in 
the three-month period ending 
March 31, 1975 — about $5,000 less 
than anticipated when the budget 
was prepared in December 1974. 
At the same time income was up 
some $12,000 over the $776,200 pre¬ 
dicted, mainly due to an upsurge 
in resales which increased the 
revenue from sales department 
fees. Altogether, the net improve¬ 
ment in actual experience over 
predicted experience was $17,000. 

(As is always the ease because 
of the seasonal nature of GHI ex¬ 
penditures, first quarter income 
does not equal first-quarter ex¬ 
penditures. For the first three 
months of 1975, this deficit, while 
amounting to $110,000, was consid¬ 
erably below the comparable def- 
deficit of $162,000 in 1974.) 

This cheery picture is not ex¬ 
pected to last long, however. The 
already announced hike in fuel 
oil prices, with more predicted to 
come, will be fully felt in the 
GHI budget by the fall when the 
heating season begins. 

The heating budget has little to 
spare to meet this contingency. 
In the first quarter, fuel oil costs 
for the brick homes were $93,500, 
some $8,500 below the budgeted 
amount and for the frame homes 
were $189,200, some $4,500 below 
the budget. When other heating 
costs are included, the frame home 
expenditures actually exceeded the 
heating budget during the first 
quarter — by $4,500, although the 
brick costs still stayed below the 
budget. 

But even more serious are the 
costs facing the corporation if re¬ 
quired to replace eleven rotary 
cup burners in frame home heating 
plants within the next two years. 
The cost of this conversion, which 
is dictated by State anti-pollution 
laws, is estimated to be beween 
$110,00 and $150,000. 

Other costs are also going up. 
Effective July 1, the city’s trash 
collection charges went up 25 per¬ 
cent and the water and sewer 
charges about 15 percent. Neither 
of these increases was allowed for 
in the budget prepared last De¬ 
cember. 

On the other hand, real estate 
taxes this year will be below the 
amounts budgeted, as neither the 
city nor county tax rate ended up 
as high as was predicted last De¬ 
cember. 

First quarter spending for struc¬ 
tural and ground maintenance was 
a few thousand dollars below the 
forecast, but comparisons with 
budget figures are somewhat mis¬ 
leading since much depends on 
whether the weather or other fac¬ 
tors permit such work. Structural 
maintenance costs for the frame 
homes actually ran ahead of the 
budget as considerable emergency 
water line replacement work was 
needed. 


the Washington Suburban Sanitary 
Commission (WSSC). 

The Commission said it was its 
understanding that the Greenbriar 
plant was to operate until the ex¬ 
pansion of the Western Branch 
Treatment plant to 15 million gal¬ 
lons a day (mgd) was complete, 
which should come about barring 
any delays, in early 1976. 

City Position 

The city felt that hooking up 
now the public system was justi¬ 
fied since occupancy at the project 
is presently a fraction, (about 150 
units) of both the ultimate goal 
(1,193 units) and the design ca¬ 
pacity of the interim plant. Pre¬ 
sently the Greenbriar plant, which 
has a capacity of 200,000 gallons 
a day is treating approximately 
38,000 gallons of wastewater each 
day. PGEC additionally contends 
that there is now enough capacity 
at Western Branch, since the intro¬ 
duction of chemical treatment has 
increased the plant’s capacity from 
5 mgd to 7.5 mgd. 

WRA Dubious 

However, WRA felt that it did 
not have ajl the pertinent informa¬ 
tion relating to the capacity of the 
Western Branch at this time to 
justify denying extension of the 
permit. In the months to come it 
is expected that unanswered ques¬ 
tions will be resolved so that a 
reevaluation can take place in No¬ 
vember. 

WSSC had submitted a detailed 
report of projects with reserved 
capacity and conditional authori¬ 
zations at the Western Branch, but 
Kanerva wanted additional mater ¬ 
ial relating to unconditional author¬ 
izations. He and EPA representa¬ 
tives were concerned about the re¬ 
lationship between conditional and 
unconditional authorizations, estab¬ 
lishment of priorities, and possible 
revisions in authorizations. 

WSSC Position 

WSSC stressed that in analyzing 
present and future flows, much de¬ 
pended on whether the state di¬ 
rects the Collington lagoon and 
Marleton sewage treatment plants 
to be hooked up to the Western 
Branch this fall. 

WSSC also indicated that it had 
recently approved additional pro¬ 
jects representing about 500,000 gal¬ 
lons of wastewater to be discharg¬ 
ed to the Western Branch. In terms 
of authorization these were ahead 
of the Greenbriar condominium de¬ 
velopment. Recently operation of 
the Capital Arena secondary in¬ 
terim sewage plan was phased out, 
and the arena hooked directly into 
the regional system. 

PGEC Views 

In urging immediate hook up of 
the wastewater from the Green¬ 
briar interim plant, PGEC expres¬ 
sed concern that during the sum¬ 
mer months there will be a "height¬ 
ened risk to the public health and 
the environment because of the 
stream’s low flow." WSSC and WRA 
say that the plant is operating sat¬ 
isfactorily and that test results are 
well within the permit’s allowable 
limits. Both agencies point out that 
the effluent discharging from the 
advanced Greenbriar plant is of a 
higher quality than that coming 
from the Western Branch, a secon¬ 
dary treatment facility. Greenbriar 
has an emergency connection to 
the public sewer system so that if 
any serious problems develop at 
the plant, sewage can be directly 
discharged into the system instead 
of into the receiving stream. 

Condition 

In extending the permit WRA 
required that (1) the effluent par¬ 
ameters and related loadings as 
modified remain the same in the 
final permit and (2) the special 
condition regarding operator re¬ 
quirements remain the same. WRA 
felt that "circumstances and opin¬ 
ions have not changed since the 
issuance of the original permit on 
January 17, 1974, and the Admin¬ 
istration’s position remains essen¬ 
tially the same." 
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Has Water Problem

The monster that's filling our 
yards with mosquito-breeding 
swamps and pig-pen perfume is a 
soring that at one time was chan¬ 
nelled through a pipe into an ex¬ 
isting storm drain. The years have 
taken their toll, the pipes distinte- 
grated and now the monster flows 
free. 

"Water Keeps Rising". Unfor¬ 
tunately, for many of us living in 
Lakewood truer words were never 
printed.

LET KASH HELP YOU! 
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County Council Imposes 
2% Tax on Apt Dwellers 

The Prince Georges county coun¬ 
cil has imposed a 2 percent tax on 
the monthly rents paid by the 
county's apartment dwellers as a 
means of closing the gap between 
the tax burden carried by home¬ 
owners as compared with tenants. 

According to figures recently as¬ 
sembled by council's staff, the huge 
increases in tax assessments on 
family homes have not corrcpond¬ 
ed to equally large assessment in¬ 
creases against apartment houses. 
Since 1969, tax assessments on 
homes have jumped 50 percent 
while apartment assessments dur¬ 
ing the same years increased only 
!• percent — figures that account 
for the significant disparity in the 
tax burden of homeowners and ten¬ 
ants. 

The measure is expected to pro¬ 
vide the county with an addition¬ 
al $3.5 million in revenue, half of 
which will be spent on public ed¬ 
ucation, with the other half going 
for salary increases for county em¬ 
ployees and purchases by the police 
department. 

The one-year tax will be levied 
beginning July 1. Exempted from 
the tax are elderly renters age 65 
or older, those living in apartments 
costing $150 or less monthly, fam¬ 
ilies of six or more paying $250 or 
less monthly, those receiving a 
housing subsidy, and disabled per¬ 
sons earning below $7,500 per year. 


The Police Blotter

to a total of 25 years in the peni¬ 
tentiary after being convicted of 
performing rape and an unnatur¬ 
al sex act on a young Greenbelt 
resident. 

Detective First Class Robert 
Smith was promoted to the rank 
of Detective Corporal effective 
July 1. 

A resident of the University 
Square apartments, cleaning out 
a desk preparing to move to a new 
residence, inadvertently threw sev¬ 
eral hundred dollars worth of US 
Savings Bonds in the trash. The 
serial numbers were obtained and 
entered into NCIC computer in the 
event they are found or unlawfully 
used. The US Treasury Department 
was notified. 

A juvenile resident of Ridge Road 
had confessed responsibility for 
robbery of a citizen which took 
place recently. The suspect ap¬ 
proached the victim, and assaulted 
her while attempting to steal her 
purse. The defendant has been 
charged and is awaiting court ac¬ 
tion. 

A female resident of SHL was 
found guilty and sentenced to pay 
$100 and court costs following con¬ 
viction on a charge of telephone 
misuse. A combined investigation 
by the C&P Telephone Company 
and the Greenbelt Police Dept, re¬ 
vealed the defendant had been us¬ 
ing her phone to harass a neighbor. 

A female juvenile, walking alone 
in a wooded area near Greenbelt 
Junior High, reported she was 
raped by four subjects. Descrip¬ 
tions were obtained from the vic¬ 
tim, who was transported to PG 
Hospital for treatment of minor in¬ 
juries. Several suspects are un¬ 
der investigation. 


Mankulish Wins 
Championship 

Greenbelter Gary Mankulish easi¬ 
ly won the Maryland State Ama¬ 
teur Golf Championship at the 
Congressional Country Club on 
June 29. The Washington Star re¬ 
ported that "it seemed that every 
time Mankulish was within 10 
feet of a hole his opponent might 
just as well concede the putt and 
walk to the tee." 

Mankulish, an insurance sales¬ 
man, lives in the Lakeside North 
Apartments with his wife Rhonda. 
Twenty-two years old, he is the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. John Man¬ 
kulish of 53-Q Ridge, According 
to his mother "Gary has had a 
golf stick in his hand since he 
was five years old." 

Mankulish learned the game at 
the Glenn Dale Golf Club. He 
won the Metropolitan Schoolboy 
Championship in 1970 when he at¬ 
tended DeMatha, and twice was 
chosen the area's Junior Golfer of 
the Year.

Council also wrestled with a 
hitch that had arisen with respect 
to the funding of the Greenbelt 
CARES program. While the Gover¬ 
nor’s Commission had officially 
awarded the grant for this years 
funding, it stipulated as a condition 
that the Division of Juvenile Ser¬ 
vices make seven referrals a 
monh to CARES. The council took 
exception to this condition and 
appealed it, asking for a hearing. 

In a related matter, councilman 
Richard Castaldi appeared before 
the State House Appropriation 
Committee on July 1 to assure 
that Greenbelt CARES would be 
included in the funding for Youth 
Service Bureaus, 

Delegate Leo Green also urged 
the Committee to add Greenbelt 
CARES to the list of bureaus to 
receive previously auhorized appro¬ 
priations. He said that the CARES 
program has a superb record of 
effectiveness over the three-year 
period it has been in operation.
